. "cent investigation, which makes in- 
teresting reading. In part, it follows: 


The 
Pennsylvania 
fayestjfgators 


found that "The heads of the county 
nlmshouses are, as a rule, political 
appointees. The great majority of 
them had no experience of the nature 
«pf their duties, previous t/> their ap- 
pointment. There can be no question 
but that many of them have been suc- 
cessful farmers. But knowledge of the 
•proper care of a. farm is harly* suffi- 
cient to qualify one to take care of 
and'^promote the general welfare of 
those entrusted to them and who look 
to them for some measure of happi- 
ness. Many of the men connected with 
ther management of the almshouses 
are prejudie'ed against the "inmates 
and often without the rudiments of an 
education. When the superintendents 
are highly educated men and trained 
—of whom there \are only a few— 
they are as a rule powerless to make 
"mprovements without the consent t)f- 
hfrt'poor board' or the County'Comr 
ussfoners."
